* Revised guidance for when costs are incurred

e Published December 14

* Recognizes that CRF was originally designed for short-term needs
and to address immediate effects of pandemic but those costs
continue

* Eligible costs are deemed incurred by December 31, 2021 if
an obligation is entered into by that date not that goods are
delivered or services rendered by that date

* Funds for these obligations must be expended by September
30, 2022
